S.O. 997(E).—Whereas on 19th October, 1988, an Indian Airlines B-/37 
aircraft VT-EAH, while operating flight No. IC-113 from Bombay to Ahmedabad, 
crashed near Ahmedabad resulting in the death of 130 persons (including 6 crew 
members) on board ; 

And whereas it appears to the Central Government that it is expedient to 
hold a formal investigation into the circumstances of the said accident; 

And now, in exercise of the power conferred by the Ruie 75 of the Airciaft 
Rules, the Central Government hereby directs that a formal investigation of the 
said accident be held. 

The Central Government is further pleased to appoint Shri Jus.ice Ashok 
Mathur of the Rajasthan High Court to hold the said investigation. 

The Central Government is also pleased to appoint:—

to act as assessors to the said investigation. 

The Court will complete its Inquiry and make its report to the Central Go¬ 
vernment by 31 st January, 1989. 

The Headquarters of the Court will be at New Delhi.
